Washington, July 3.—Deadlocked 
ever a basis of negotiating a settle-

The government, so far as could 
be learned, did not present any propo- 
sition as to a basis for the ending 
oi the strike, which has been in prog- 
ress since April 1, but there was a 
belief in some quarters that when the 
eonference reassembles Monday, Pres- 
ident Harding, who then will have re- 
turned from his Ohio trip, will lay 
% government proposal before the con- 
ference. 

The adjournment, it was said in 
government circles, will allow both the 
cperators and the miners an oppor- 
tunity to talk with their colleagues 
in the fields. John L. Lewis, pres- 
ident of the United Mine Workers, 
will remain in Washington, and it is 
considered likely that Alfred M. Ogle, 
president of the Nationa! Coal asso- 


ciation, and head of the operators,

No 1 Yet.» 

The official assertion tater was 
made that no definite-or special pro- 
posal for a basis of negotiations had 
yet been proposed which contd be 
taken home by miners and operators 
for local discussion.

Result Doubtful. 

But whether the president will suc- 
ceed in having the ship subsidy bill 
brought prominently into this year’s 
campaign. is problematical. Quite a\ 
number of republican representatives, 
largely from the agricultural sections 
of the middle west, are not disposed 
to* sponsor the measure and are re- 
luctant to call the attention of their 
constituents to its provisions. Some 
of the republicans opposed to it in- 
tend, out of courtesy to President 
Harding, to explain the terms of the 
pill to their constituents without ex- 
pressing any views and let the mat- 
ter go at that. 

The real issue of the coming cam-

ST. RIKING SHOP MEN 
UNION IS OUTLAWED

Board Announces It Will 
No Longer Recognize 
Body—Gompers Bitterly 
Denounces Move. 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

Chicago, July 3.—With striking 
shopmen formally branded by the rail- 
toad labor board as “outlaws,” the 
board tonight directed its efforts to- 
ward the prevention of an extension 
of the walkout to some 400,000 main- 
tenance of way meh. 

Following a meeting of the execu- 
tive council of the United Brotherhood 
of Maintenance of Way Employees 
and Railway Shop Laborers in Detroit 
today to canvass a strike vote, it was 
announced that the threatened walk- 
out would be held up pending a con- 
ference with Walter L. McMenimen, 
labor member, and Ben W. Hooper, 
chairman of the labor board, tomor- 
row morning. The conference was ar- 
ranged at the suggestion of Mr. Me- 
Menimen. 

Members of the board expressed 
strong hopes tonight that the confer- 
ence would avert a walkout. They de- 
clared that the only question at issue 
was one of wages and that the way 
already had been opened for a recon- 
sideration of wage reductions which 
went into effect on July 1, simultane- 
ously with the shopmen’s walkout. 

Basis for Appeal. 

At that time Ben W. Hooper, chair- 
man of the board, announced that 
government reports indicated an in- 
crease in the cost of living since the. 
board rendered its wage reduction de- 
cisions and that this could be made 
the basis of an immediate appeal to | 
the board by the employees for wage 
increases. Unio leaders were quoted 
today as demanding only that the 
board hold up its wage cuts pending 
the appeal. The difference, it was: de- 
‘elared, was slight and the belief was 
expressed that the gap would be 
bridged without a strike. 

Meanwhile conflicting claims con- 
tinued regarding the number of men 
involved in the walkout of the shop- 
men. Neither the uniem leaders nor 
the railway managers would gire any 
figures, but B. M. Jewel ‘erated 
previous statements that the »crike 
was practically 100 per cent perfect. 
The railway/ executives, on the other 
hand, declared that traffic was being 
continued practically without  inter- 
ruption and repeated their assertions 
that the efficiency of the roads would 
not bé seriously imp. ‘red by the walk- 
out for aca. and perhaps 
months. New workers were being re- 
cruited to take the places of the strik- 
ers and the opinion of the rail heads 
was unanimous that there would be 
no interruption of transportation. 

Union leaders predicted that the 
ranks of the strikers would be aug- 
Drented by the action of Timothy 
Healy, president of the stationary 
firemen and oilers, who today sent 
telegrams to his local unions telling 
them the men have “a perfect right 
to strike now,” if they so desire. 
The messages were sent in answer to 
inquiries asking authority to join the 
shopmen. Mr. Healy said that 
about half of the stationary firemen 
already had quit work. 

“The outlaw” order issued by the 
labor board today followed a state- 
ment by Mr. Hooper last week, that 
“bl would be upon Mr. Jewell’s 
head” ignoring the board’s order to 
appear before it and justify his strike 
order. The order, said in part:

Hooper’s Reply. 

Mr. Hooper, in a letter replied : 

“The board is of the opinion that 
the members of .yoqur organization 
should not be requi by the carriers | 
with whom you have agreements to 
perform duties other than the super- 
visors work as within the scope of 
‘your duties unless such performance 
is purely voluntary.” 

The third day of the shopmen’s 
strike passed in comparative quiet al- 
though a slight disturbance was re- 
ported at Perry, Iowa, where 20 labor- 
ers brought in from Chicago for shop 
work were stoned and run out of 
town. C. E. Johnson, general mana- 
ger of the Kansas City Southern, 
reported to the labor board during 
the day that one of hig assistants 
had been assaulted by strike sympa- 
thizers at Leesville, La., while repair- 
ing an air hose. 

Many Fist Fights. . 

In the larger cities police guards 
were reported to have been thrown 
ubout railway property, while the 
chamber of commerce, of Kansas City, 
Mo., following a special meeting, tele- 
graphed: a request to Governor Hyde, 
asking him,to call out the national 
guard of Missouri and to _ station 
enough troops in Kansas City to pre- 
vent loss of life and destruction of 
property, which the chamber said it 
believed to be an imminent possibility 
in the railroad strike. 

Laborers of the maintenance of 
way and storehouse departments of 
the Union Pacific railroad at Las 
Vegas, Nev. walked out today, 
when notice of the United States 
railway labor board wage cut was 
posted on bulletin boards in tne 
shops here. This action was taken 

although no official strike orders have 
coe received. 

The traveling public had its first 
experience today of the effects of the 
strike in the Pacific acon, a ion 
when passengers on the rland 
Limited of the Southern Soden + wate 
coming through the Sacrament 
Valley where the thermometer regis- 
tered 104 degrees; were told the etec- 
tric fans in the cars could not we 
operated. 

Tt was said the electricity must 
be conserved for lighting the cacy 
und that no electricians were avail- 
would have permitted the fans to be 
able to make certain repairs whicn 
operated. 

From Milwaukee came the asser- 
tion by Fred D. Underwood, presi- 
Gent of the Erie road that the rail- 
road strike shortly will be won by 
the roads. Mr. Underwood said “the 
I.rie road will have all the mez tr 
wants by the end of the week ana 
that they would mostly be the old 
men who had worked for the road for 
years.” 

Reports from other cities told of 
fist fights which caused only minor 
injuries, At Oklahoma City, C. EK. 
Sbaf, receiver for the Missouri, Kan- 
gas, and ‘Texas railroad, today notified 
Governor Robertson, that he antici- 
puted violence against non-union em- 
ployees of the road and asked the 
executive to be ready to afford pro- 
tection. The first disturbance in 
Chicago occurred at the Baltimore 
— yards when a crowd threw 

nes at men remaining at work and 
smashed windows in a_ railroad 
coach, 

The absence of any specific figures 


orevarding the exact number of the 
strikers was explained by union leaa- 
ers and railway executives, as due 


te the holiday over the Fourth. Union 
ee many 
of their men, who had work on 
Saturday had done so with idea of 
taking a “vacation” with the idea that 
they could return to work on the 
fifth of July, but said they were sure 
of their ability to hold these men in 
line. The railroad executives ex- 
pressed the same belief, but asserted 
that the men would return to work 
in droves after the Fourth. 

Off Pay Rolls. 

The American Association of Rail- 
way executives after a meeting in 
New York city decided, however, to 
tuke the names of all striking shop- 
men from pay rolls of the eastern 
roads entering New York, thereby de- 
priving them of their seniority rating. 
The executives also decided that each 
road should handle strike problems 
for itself. More than 100,000 cars 
and 4,506 locomotives are held in re-, 
serve, the association chiefs asserted. | 
“The situation,” they decided, “could 
not by any possibility, become ae 
acute as the one which prevailed dur- 
ing the ‘outlaw” switchmen’s strike

According to a statement by John 
Purcell, Topeka, Kans., in charge of 
all shops on the Santa Fe system, 1.- 
167 men today reported for work in 
the Santa Fe shops, the largest on the 
system. The total number on the shop

Washington, July 3.—The ruling of 
the United States labor board “out- 
lawing”’ the railroad unions now on 
strike was denounced by Samuel Gom- 
pers, president of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, in a statement is- 
sued tonight, as “utterly bolshevik in 
character,’ and an attempt by the 
board “‘to disband unions at will.” The 
ruling, Mr. Gompers added, was “too 
ridiculous and fatuous to be aecepted 
as permanent American government

The work- 
ers, of necessity, declined, and by vote 
of the membership withdrew their 
eervices. They declined to work on 
the terms orcered by the board. The 
voard now declares them ‘outlawed.’ 
This is autocracy with a vengeance. 
It seeks to put the whole force of 
government back of the movement to 


+ kill the spirit and the fact of col- 


lective bargaining, of joint negotiation 
and agreement by the‘voluntaty com- 
ing together of workers and employ- 
ers. It is the outgrowth of a mis- 
taken idea. ... 

“Unions cannot be unmade and re- 
made at government dictation. This 
‘s neither the Russia of the black 
autocrat nor of the red autocrat. 
Tkis is America, where the people of 
voluntary action, »f conference and 
agreement, of freedom of expression 
and of lawful action is rooted in our 
soil and grown into our institutions. 
The units exist for humanity, for the 
workers and they cannot and will not 
be destroyed at the whim or fancy 
of a band of dictators. 

Mistaken Analysis. 

“T ask whether the board ordered 
the directorate of the Pennsylvania 
railroad dissolved an a new and 
amendable board creited when that 
railroad refused to obey the orders of 
the board. Of course it did not, nor 
will it in any such case. The railroad 
labor board is seeking to perpetuate 
what it believes to be the existing 
dominant economic condition. But 
the board is mistaken in its analysis 
of ‘modern: trends and fundamentals. 
It would have been equally as fitting, 
and equally as ridiculous for the 
board to order the dissolution of rail- 
road directorates where such directo- 
rates refuse to obey the orders of the 
poard. 

“Tf anything could have been cal- 
culated to inspire the wirkers with 
determination to win a victory for 
democratic methods and for #nstice in 
their employment, this action of the 
board will have that result. unneces- 
sary though it may be.” 


BOTH SIDES HAPPY 
IN SAVANNAH. 

Savannah, Ga., July 3.—(Special.) 
Both sides in the railroad shopmen’s 
strike declared today that the situa- 
tion is satisfactory. Railroads have 
operated trains from Savannah with 
almost usual regularity. The Central 
had delayed trains yesterday on the 
Tybee jine, but from causes in no 
way affected by strike conditions. 
Other roads report schedule regular- 
ity. 

J. W. Downs, of the shopmen, de- 
clared that from the strikers’ point of 
view, everything is “lovely.” The 
shopmen are meeting dailv, The shops 
have not put new men at work. No 
statement was made here up to a

CAN RETURN ONLY 
AS NEW EMPLOYEES. 

New York, July 3.—On the heels vf 
the United States railroad labor 
board’s ‘ultimatum, at Chicago today, 
outlawing unions participating in the 
national shop crafts strike, executives 
of the eastern railroads decreed that 
the strikers had automatically for- 
feited all “rights” including pensions 
and priority of promotion. 

Union men who decided to return 
to their jobs henceforth will be en- 
rolled as new employees and will be 
considered on the same basis as men 
employed to replace the strikers who 
continue in the services of the rail- 
roads, the executives declared. 

The strikers declared they were not 
daunted by this action, nor by the 
action,of the labor board in defining 
their unions as “outlaws.” 

After a cgnference of their New 
York district “strike conduct commit- 
tee,’ they announced that: 


Board “Outlawed.” 


“The strike was called when the 
railway employees’ department decided 
to outlaw the United States railroad 
labor board. As far as the men on 
strike are concerned, the United States 
labor board does not exist.” 

The statement was issued at the 
close of a day in which both sides 
claimed to have entrenched themselves 
within easy striking distance of an 
early victory. 

“We haven’t lost a man since the 
strike was called,” declared John J 
Dowd, president of the railway boiler- 
makers’ international, and chairman 


of the New York district committee 


of all crafts. 

“We have from 18,000 to 22,000 
men out and more are joining us in 
small bunches all along the line. 
Every shop is picketed, but there is no 
conflict, for the only men they have 
a chance to talk to are those who 
have already quit and are leaving the 
shops. Nobody is trying to go into 
the shops to go to work.” 

All Trains Running. . 


Contrasted with this was the state- 
ment of E Rine, vice president 


and general manager of the Lacka- 


wanna and chairman of the Eastern 
Railway Managers’ association, that 
“the public would not know there was 
a strike if-they hadn’t read about it 
in the newspapers.” 

“All passenger and freight* trains 
are operating on schedule on the eleven 
roads operating into New York city,” 
he said, “and will continue to do so 
without interruption. It is true that 
some shops were quite heavily affected 
by the walkout and that a few power- 
house men on electric lines obeyed 
the strike call. But the places of the 
strikers are rapidly being filled -and 
we expect, if the strike continues, to 
emerge with a better organization than 
we had before.” 

A strike of maintenance men is de- 
clared by the shop crafts leaders to 
be imminent, and according to the 
heads already has begun in scattered 
sections of the east. 

The six~shop crafts’ defy to the 
rail labor board was issued after a 
series of meetings here and in New 
Jersey, at which speakers urged 
against force and sabotage in gaining 
their ends. 

“The resolution passed by the 
United States labor board this morn- 
ing will have no effect on the morale 
of the men on strike,” said the state- 
ment of the “conduct committtee,” —

“*-_-There are no female qualified 
voters on the jury list as selected 
by the jury commissioners of said 
county. 

“2_-Female citizens of said state 
who are resideais of said county 
shoud have their names on said jury 
list. 

“3—The jury commissioners of said 
counte have arbitrarily refused to se- 
lect female qualified voters of said 


county as jurors. 

“4--That at the time the jury list 
from which the present jury wars 
drawn was made there were numer- 
ous female qualified voters in said 
county and the jury commissioners 
of said courfty arbitrarily refused to 
put their names on said jury list. 

Judge Meldrim, however, follow- 
ing argument directed that the case 
take its order on the docket. 


REBEL STRONGHOLDS 
SHELLED IN DUBLIN

Dublin, July 3.—Keeping up e 
fierce bombardment, accompanied by 
deadly machine-gun fire, Free State 
troops completely surrounded the rebel 
stronghold in Sackville street during 
the fighting Monday. The republic- 
ans were expected to give way under 
the heavy fire and surrender at any 
moment. 

Huge crowds gathered at the edge 
of the danger zone around the Gresh- 
am and Hammam hotels on Sackville 
to watch the battle, coming 
as close to the like of fire as they 
dared. 

Shells from the Free State trvope 
guns dropped steadily all morning on 
the Hammam hotel, rumors having 
drifted through the lines that De 
Valera had shifted his headquarters 
from the Gresham into the Hammam. 
The two buildings adjoin and the 
rebel chief could have changed his 
headquarters by knocking a_ hole 
through the wall and moving through, 
being observed from the 


street. 

The battle was in progress through 
the afternoon, the Free Staters stead- 
ily closing in around the rebels. A 
preponderance of men and ammuni- 
tion made the resistance of the re 
publicans seem futile, but they con- 
tinued to hold out, although losing 
ground every hour. By evening the 
Free State troops had occupied all 
strategic points around the rebel po- 
sitions. They held one side of Sack- 
ville street, and fired across into the 
two hotels on the opposite side.

The eagle was adopted by our 
forefathers as “the American bird,” 
symbolic of the spirit of liberty 
which inspired the mstitution of 
our democratic government.

The government of the United 


States is predicated upon the idea} 


of freedom—freedom of thought 
and of action upon the part of the 
people, individually and collective- 
ly, so long as such action does not 
infringe upon or jeopardize the 
rights and happiness of others. 

Undoubtedly the tendency in this 
country at the present time is to- 
ward curtailment of the freedom 
ahd citizenship privileges guaran- 
teed by the constitution. 

It is a tendency that is mant- 
fested from time to time in at- 
tempts to disregard that provision 
of the constitution guaranteeing 
“no religious test shall ever be re- 
quired as a qualification to any 
office of public trust under the 
United States,” and in the enact- 
ment, or agitation for the enact- 
ment, of laws commonly catalogued 
as “blue laws,” regulative of the 
habits and calculated unduly to re- 
strict the citizen’s personal freedom 
of action. 

And it is a tendency that should 
be generally recognized, not only 
- by our lawmakers, but also by those 
well-meaning but overzealous citi- 
zens who are—unwittingly, perhaps 
—responsible for and encouraging 
it; and steps should be taken to 
correct it, for if it continues without 
interruption serious consequences 
are inevitable.

An avtomobile is potentially a 
menace to the life of every one up- 
on the street or highway: ahead of 
or behind it, as well as to the lives 
of all who occupy it. 

The responsibility that rests upon 
the driver of such a machine is too 
great to be either conferred or as- 
sumed lightly, or without unques- 
tionable evidence of capability on 
the part of the person assuming it. 

And yet the laws of Georgia per- 
mit any one over sixteen years of 
age to drive an automobile any- 
where in the state, regardless of 
previous training or experience, 
moral temperament or physical 
qualifications, © “ 

There are men and women who 
should never be entrusted with an 
automobile on a public thorough- 
fare—who, however painstaking or 
careful they may, be, are tempera. 
mentally or physically incapable of 
becoming competent drivers. 

And yet the practice in this state 
is to permit whosoever will to-drive 
a car, and if they meet with an ac. 
cident, but to their own heedless- 
ness, mis¢alculation or. error in 
judgment, they are arrested for 
violating the traffic laws—laws of 
which they may have been utterly 
ignorant. °

GROWS ALARMING 


Farm Experts Declare 
Poison Doses Must Be 
Doubled to Repel Rapid 
Spread of Insects. 


- 


The number of over-wintered boll 
weevils this year is far greater than 
usual, according to records on the 
emergence of the insect from nearly 
all of the cotton states, accumulated 
by the delta laboratory of the bureau 
of entomology of’ the United States de- 
partment of agriculture, at Tal- 
lulah, La. 

In many (districts, where accurate 
counts have been made, there are as 
many weevils in the fields as are ordi- 
narily present a month later, when the 
first summer-bred brood begins to ap- 
pear. With anything like norma! 
weather conditions this is going to 
mean a tremendously rapid increase 
in weevil damage, and this will have 
an important bearing on the program 
to be followed by those using calcium 
arsenate for the control of the weevil. 

Increase the Poison. 

Ordinarily, the department recom- 
mends starting poisoning when from 
10 to 15 per cent of the cotton squares 
have been punctured by the weevil. As 
a general rule this condition does not 
arise until‘after the newly bred weevils 
have started to emerge from the 
squares, This year, however, many 
fields have been found where there are 
already sufficient weevils present to 
destroy virtually all squares as fast as 
formed. In other words, such cotton 
will never start blooming unless the 
weevils are controlled, and from the 
very outset 50 per eent or more of the 
squares are punctured. 

It is necessary to poison earlier this 
season. There is ho advantage in 
poisoning the cotten before the sauares 
form, as the weevils are continuing 
to emerge from hibernation during this 
period and furthermore they are do- 
ing the crop no harm. Where a heavy 
infestation occurs it will be advisable 
to make the first application just as 
soon as the cotton starts squaring 
freely, or about the time the plants 
average from four to five squares each. 
The regular poisoning schedule should 
be started at that time and continued 
along the lines of the usual recommen- 
dations for controlling this early in- 
festatien of weevils, 

Migration Sure. 

Another very important effect of 
this heavy infestation will be felt later 
in the season. When the weevils first 
emerge from hibernation they move 
around very little as long as they can 
find an ample supply. of unpunctured 
Squares for their use, but just as soon 
as the infestation bvcomes sufficiently 
heavy to puncture practically all 
Squares these weevils start to move in 
Search of fresh pastures. In an ordi- 
nary season this means that a farmer 
usually has.only the weevils bred in 
his own cotton to contend with until 
some time from the latter part of July 
fo the end of August, depending on 
the locality. Migration of weevils 
probably will start several weeks ear- 
lier this year than usifal; and, in ad- 
dition to having to control his own 
infestation earlier by poisoning, the 
planter can expect that before the 
fruit set during the period of protec- 
tion has had time to mature there 
will be an immigration of weevils from 
unpoisoned cotton. Every day a large 
crop of new weevils will move into 
these poisoned fields, and it is going 
to take continuous, thorough poison- 
ing to protect to maturity the crop 
that has been allowed to set by the 
earlier applications. 

_ Successful, weevil control this year 
iS going to require more effort and 
more poison per acre than has ever 
been the case in the past. On the 
other hand, wherever the land is suf- 
ficiently fertile to justify the effort, 
the increase in cost per acre due to the 
increased number of applications of 
poison necessary will be more than 
offset by the fact that weevil damage 
without poisoning will be far greater 
than normal and the margin of profit 
on the successful crop is tremendously 
increased. :

‘We are all ,oliticians—the best and 
the worst of us—and we know, even 
though some of us won’t admit it, 
that this bonus is aout the biggest 
political thing that has ever bobbed 
up in this chamber.” He further de- 
elared that the nearer to election time 
the more votes the bonus would re- 
ceive. 

But while the bonus will be one 
of the major issues during the coming 
campaign, the question, as seen by 
nolitical observers who have closely 
studied the situation, will not be 
confined to whether congress voted 
for or against a bonus. Admitting 
the idea is highly acceptable to ex- 
service men as a rule, at the same 
time its benefits, not being a matter 
of life and death to them, the ma- 
yority of the soldier vote is expected 
to decide their ballot on the question 
of whether congress has been guilty 
of playing politics with them.

By Bandit Band 


Washington, July 3—Mrs. Thomas 
Cheney, the Mexican born wife of an 
American employed by an American 
company operating in the Tampico 
oil region was killed by Mexican ban- 
dits, June 29, when she recoginized 
their leader, according to a report to- 
day to the State Department from 
Consul Shaw, at Tampico. As Mrs. 
Cheney is an ‘American citizen by miar- 
riage the department made immediate 
representions to the Mexico City 
government recommending that the 
murderer be apprehended and 
punished. 

The consul’s message, dated June 
30, said that about a dozen bandits 
who claimed to be followers of Man- 
uel Larraga had appeared at Chocoy 
station on the National railroad, of 
Mexico about 40 miles northwest of 
Tampico on the preceding day. They 
demanded a payment of 2.000 pesos. 
Mrs, Cheney recoginized the leader of 
the band and was killed. ’ 

When the report was received in 
Washington, the state department 
asked Consul Shaw for further infor- 
mation as to the nationality of the 
murdered woman. He replied im- 
mediately that she was a Mexican by 
birth, but had married an American 
employed by an American concern in 
the Tampico region. His message did 
not say by what company Cheney was 
employed, but the consul added that 
Mrs. Cheney had beea known to him 
personally. 

The department instructed Consul 
Shaw to make representations to the 
Tampico authorities urging the cap- 
ture and punishment of the murder- 
ers, and at the same time sent simi- 
lar instructions to Cherge Summerlin 
‘in. Mexico City.

WATERMELON IS IN THE 
MARKETS. 

This is the watermelon season. 
And there are a good nfainy things 
you may do with this succulent fruit 
besides serving it in plain slices as 
dessert. Of course, it coufdn’t bet 
better than served in just that way 
—ripe and sweet and cold.” But we 
all, in our present phase of civiliza- 
tion, crave variety, and we can have 
watermelon variety as well as any 
other kind. 

We can serve watermelon as an

the chilled fruit into cubes, free of 
skin—half-inch cubes are a good size. 
Sprinkle it with a little lemon juice 
and a very little granulated sugar, 
and serve it piled in glass cups, or in 
grapefruit glasses, with the double 
compartments, one for the ice and one 
for the fruit. A tiny bit of finely 
shaved ice may also be sprinkled over 
it to advantage.

Pack 
in salt and ice and freeze without 
stirring for two hours. 

Watcrinelon Sherbert: Break up 
the pulp of a large ripe melon with 
a silver fork, preserving the juice. 
Add the juice of a lemon, a cupful 
of cropped pecans, half a cupful or 
more of powdered sugar, and, if de- 
sired, the whites of one or two un- 
beaten eggs. Freeze, and serve in 
glasses.

Champ Now on an Extended Tour 


New York, July 3.—On the cards 
it reads that Jack Dempsey and 


Harry Wills are going to have a fight 
ail right but you would hate to hold 
your breath, wear the same shirt, hang 
on your knees or stand on one foot 
untl they do fight. Because Tex 
Rickard has finaily decided not to 
convoke the champion and the sombre- 
complexioned stevedore until next 
summer, — 

In the meantime, so far as the noted 
chaperon of million-dollar fight crowds 
is concerned, both artists are at lib- 
erty to paint black eyes and carmine 
daubs cn the facades of ail the Harry 
Grebs, the Willie Meehans, Bob Kop- 
ers, Billy Miskes, Bill Brennans and 
Bob Martins they can catch. The 
rougher they treat such persons, the 
better Mr. Rickard will be pleased, 
for he thinks it would be fine exer- 
cise for these twain to get in some 
smart thumping during the fall and 
winter and naturally such incidents 
wouldn't be kept secret. The people 
would hear reports of how Dempsey 
knocked ‘out Willie Meehan, for in- 
stance, and they would say Jack must 
surely be himself again after his long 
iayoff. 'Then they’d hear of how Wills 
took this Tut Jackson, of Ohio, and 
gave him a proper bashing and they'd 
say he must be a fine match for 
Dempsey. 

This sort of jolly tosh will go on 
all fall and winter and when the ice 
zoes out next spring the two big ones 
will go into training quarters, with 
pay-as-you-enter gates and the uproar 
will begin.

Wills Gets Short End. 

“Wills can’t expect anything like 
the money I paid Carpentier,” Rick- 
ard says. “I gave the Frenchman

| $200,000 because he was a bigger at- 
traction than any mere challenger. He 
was as strong as Dempsey in the 
iox-office. Wills isn’t. He will get 
less than $100,000—a great many 
thousand less.” 

Rickard won't guarantee ejther 
fighter as much as a week’s room- 
rent. Dempsey will get a thick per- 
centage of the gate and Wills a very 
thin cut. But Dempsey has fought 
twice for Rickard on the percentage 
basis, against Brennan in the gar- 
den and against the Frenchman in 
the bowl, and the champion is per- 
fectly satisfied with this arrangement, 

The fight won’t go to Canada. 
Rickard wants to hold it in the fa- 


property at Jersey City. This would 
meke it a no-decision fuss and reduce 
the distance to 12 rounds wherea» 
they might go 15 rounds to a decision 
in New York City. But Rickard 
hopes he won’t have to build another 
amphitheater on Manhattan Island 
with that one standing idle over the 
river. 

Dempsey 1s out of town now, keep- 
ing some lecture dates at a number 
of the better western barber colleges. 
Meantime the cleaners are spraying 
the walls of Jack Kearns’ local office 
with the fragrant life-blood of prutsed 
young lilies, the favorite perfume of 
the aromatic manager, who is never 
well-dressed until he has doused him- 
self with some romantic scent.

No Cotton Acr 


Increase Is Shawn i 
In Georgia in 1922 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. . 

Washington, July 3.—Prospects of a 
year were seen in the fifst forecast of the season announced today by 
the department of agriculture. 

The yield estimated on the condition of the crop June 25, was fore. 
cast at 11,065,000 bales, which compares with a production of 7,953,641 
bales last year; 13,439,603 bales in 1920; 11,420,763 bales in 1919, and 
12,040,532 bales in 1918. 

The condition of the crop on June 26 was 71.2 per cent of Hormal, an 
improvement over the report issued the month previous when it was 
placed at 69.6. The condition compares with 69.2 per cent on June 25, 
1921, and with the ten-year June 25 average of 76.9. 

The acreage devoted to cotton this year was placed by the depart- 
ment at 34,852,000 acres, an increase of 10 per cent over the area planted 
to cotton last year. 

“The increased acreage,” a statemi 
agriculture in connection with the foreca.:, said, 
partment as a partial return to normal conditions, resulting from better 
prices and low stocks.” 

Increases in acreage are shown in all states except in South Carolina 
and Georgia. The big carryover of stocks from last year has been cut. in 
half and surplus cotton has practically disappeared. 

“Improved condition of the crop is the result of better weather con- 
ditions prevailing in the western states during the past two weeks.’ In 
the eastern states where there have been excessive rains a decrease in 
condition has occurred. 

“Boll weevils are reported more numerous this year than ever be. 
fore in the history of the American cotton industry. In the southeast 
the damage is already reported as considerable, on account of the late- 
ness of the crop it is difficult to estimate the exact damage.

OFFICIAL SOUTHEASTERN 
SUMMARY IS RELEASED. 

The bureau of economics, of the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture, Atlanta offices, Moray night 
issued the following semi-monthly re- 
port On crops throughout southeastern 
states: 

“There has been a general and 
much needed improvement of crops 
during the past two weeks. After the 
extended period of rains, grass was 
very bad and the utmost effort was 
necessary to clean the fields. Rain is 
now badly needed, particularly for 
corn, over most of the belt. 

“Cotton is growing nicely, though 
still backward in the upper portion of 
the region. The weevil is being held 
in check by hot, dry weather but is 
attacking square« wherever they are 
sufficiently advanced. The weevil men- 
ace is the most serious ever faced 
in this section, and the crop is de- 
pendent upon the continuance of 
weather suitable to fighting the in- 
sect. Weevil and grass have caused 
considerable abandonment. There is 
some increase in sea island acreage in 
Georgia and Florida.

SETS HIGH TOTAL 


More Than 1,400 Cars 
Have Been Shipped, But 
Prices and Weather Re- 
duce Expected Profits. 


Albany, Ga., July 3.— (Special. )— 
The Georgia cantaloupe season has 
nearly closed, with shipments, in car- 
load lots, far in excess of 1921. O 
the whole the season has been dié- 
appointing tu the growers, who in- 
vested heavily, though the outcome 
proved far better than seemed possible 
a few weeks ago. , 

Shipments irom Georgia have been 
ebout 1,450 cars, not including large 
and small express shipments. Many 
ot the latter class will continue to 
be made during the early part of July, 
and prospects are good for generally 
better prices, Had it been possible 
to market the mid-season crop at any- 
tking like the prices now being paid 
for standard Georgia cantaloupes, 
every grower would have reason to be 
satisfied with general results. 

Mitchell county went in extensively 
for cantaloupes, thousands of dollars 
being invested in preparation for the 
crop, to which the largest acreage in 
the history of the industry in this sec- 
tion was given. The growers of the 
county have shipped go éething like 
650 cars, of which nite than 300 
went from Pelham. But more than 
50 cars were shipped from Sale City, 
and there was a considerable carlot 
movement from Camilla, Cotton, Hin- 
sonton and other points in the county, 

_But growers throughout south Geor- 
1a are optimistic over the future of 
the cantaloupe and watermelon indus- 
try. They realize that unusual con- 
ditions conspired against them this 
year. Cantaloupes came in earlier than 
ever, which brought them into the 
markets in competition with the bulk 
of the California crop, whereas Cali- 
fornia shipments are usualy pretty
